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(4) Cause, aid, abet, or conspire with another person to cause any1

other person to violate subsections (1) through (3) of this section.2

((Any person violating this section shall be guilty of a gross3

misdemeanor subject to the penalty set forth in RCW 9A.20.021.))4

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 9.46 RCW5

to read as follows:6

(1) A person is guilty of cheating in the first degree if he or she7

engages in cheating and:8

(a) Knowingly causes, aids, abets, or conspires with another to9

engage in cheating; or10

(b) Holds a license or similar permit issued by the state of11

Washington to conduct, manage, or act as an employee in an authorized12

gambling activity.13

(2) Cheating in the first degree is a class C felony subject to the14

penalty set forth in RCW 9A.20.021. In addition to any other penalties15

imposed by law for a conviction of a violation of this section the16

court may impose an additional penalty of up to twenty thousand17

dollars.18

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 9.46 RCW19

to read as follows:20

(1) A person is guilty of cheating in the second degree if he or21

she engages in cheating and his or her conduct does not constitute22

cheating in the first degree.23

(2) Cheating in the second degree is a gross misdemeanor subject to24

the penalty set forth in RCW 9A.20.021.25
